• Saturday’s match is the 55th all-time regular season meeting, and the 61st overall 
meeting, including five MLS Cup Playoffs meetings and one U.S. Open Cup contest 

• Columbus leads the all-time regular-season series between the two teams, 28-16-10 
... the Revs are 10-13-4 at home against Columbus, including a 6-7-3 mark at Gil¬ 
lette Stadium since its opening in 2002 

• Columbus captured the 2011 regular-season series with a 3-1 win on Aug. 13 in 
Columbus, and a 3-0 win on Oct. 15 at Gillette Stadium 

• The Revs and Crew will meet two additional times this season, marking the first 
season since 2008 that the clubs will meet more than twice... the Revs will travel to 
Columbus on Aug. 25 before hosting the Crew at Gillette Stadium on Sept. 5 

• Since 2007, New England has won just twice in its last 12 meetings with Columbus 
... the Revs are 2-7-3 in that stretch 

• The Revs' last season-series victory over the Crew came in 2006, when the Revolu¬ 
tion went 2-1-1 against Columbus 

• The teams have combined for four or more goals in seven of their last 12 meetings, 
including a 3-1 Columbus win last Aug. 13 

• Outside of MLS competition, the Revs are 3-0-3 against the Crew, including MLS 
Cup Playoff (2-0-3) and U.S. Open Cup (1-0-0) matches 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST COLUMBUS 

• Shalrie Joseph is the club's active leading scorer against Columbus, with two goals 
and one assist 

• Benny Feilhaber has one goal in two appearances, recording the goal on Aug. 13, 
2011 

• Zak Boggs has scored two goals against the Crew, both coming in the 3-2 loss at 
Columbus on May 8, 2010 ... it was his first - and only to date - multiple-goal game 
of his career 

• Matt Reis has started in all but one of his 27 appearances against the Crew, going 
7-9-9 with five shutouts and a 1.47 goals against average 

• Bobby Shuttleworth has made one appearance against Columbus, starting in the last 
meeting between the two teams on Oct. 15, 2011 

• After Matt Reis (27 appearances) and Shalrie Joseph (24), no other current Revolu¬ 
tion player has appeared in more than eight games for the club against Columbus

MISCELLANEOUS TEAM NOTES 


REVS NOT CREWS-ING AGAINST COLUMBUS 

Saturday's match will be the first of three games this year against Columbus, a team whom 
the Revs have struggled against in recent seasons ... following a 2-1-1 record against the 
Crew in 2006, the Revs have gone 2-7-3 in the last 12 meetings with the two wins coming in 
2008 (1-0 at Columbus on May 24, 2008) and 2009 (1-0 at Columbus on Oct. 25, 2009). 

HIGH-SCORING, YET CLOSE, CONTESTS 

In the last 12 meetings between the Revs and Crew, seven games have seen four or more 
combined goals scored between the teams ... however, despite the goal totals, the games 
have been extremely close with nine of the 12 meetings ending in a draw or a one-goal 
outcome ... Columbus’two-goal victory on Aug. 13, 2011 marked the first time since Sept. 6, 
2008 - a 4-0 Crew win - that a team won a match by more than two goals. 

REPEAT OFFENDERS? 

The win over Chicago in the Revs' last match on June 2 marked the team’s first win against 
an Eastern Conference opponent this season as the team has a 1-4-1 record against Eastern 
teams this year... 11 of the club’s next 12 matches are against Eastern Conference foes ... 
the Revs posted 4-3-0 marks against the West to open the season. 

GOALKEEPER SAVE-OFF SATURDAY? 

Saturday's match features two of MLS' top save men ... Revs keeper Matt Reis enters the 
game ranked fifth with 42 saves in 13 matches ... Columbus’ projected starter, Andy Gruene- 
baum, leads the league with 51 saves in 12 matches this season. 

A TALE OF TWO TEAMS 

Any observer can see the Revs are a different team from the one that took the field a year 
ago, and it stems from new head coach Jay Heaps’ attacking mantra ... a look at the team 
comparisons from the 2011 squad and the 2012 squad - through 13 games - tells the story a 
team this year that attacks, pushes the game and goes all out:

TIERNEY MOVES UP CK LADDER 

With four corner kicks against Chicago on June 2, Chris Tierney moved into fifth place on the 
club's all-time corner kicks list with 121 in his career, passing Andy Dorman (2004-07), who 
had 119 in 112 games ... Tierney's 20 corners currently leads the Revs this year and trails 
fourth-place Imad Baba (158) by 37 on the club's career CK list. 

ROWE NOSE FOR GOAL 

In 10 appearances, Kelyn Rowe has put 13 of his 18 shots - a league-leading 72.2 percent 
-on goal... the rookie midfielder leads second-place Danny Koevermans (66.7 percent) by 
more than five percentage points ... Rowe scored his second goal of the season against Chi¬ 
cago on June 2 in a substitute appearance and put both of his shots on frame in that game. 

REIS RACKING UP GAMES PLAYED 

Matt Reis has started all 13 games for the Revs this season and is just one game shy of the 
league lead for games played in goal, behind San Jose's Jon Busch (14), who has also played 
in every game this year... Reis started 27 games last season but missed the final three 
games of the campaign with an injury before returning to the starting lineup in the season 
opener March 10 this year. 

TEAM SHOTS ON GOAL ADDING UP 

After eight shots were on target in their last match against Chicago, the Revs now have an 
MLS-leading 78 shots on goal, three more than San Jose (75), who has played 14 matches ... 
the Revs took only one shot on goal in the season-opener on March 10, but have recorded at 
least five shots on goal in each of the last 12 matches - including a season-high nine shots on 
goal at LA on March 31. 

SCORING SUCCESS CONTINUES 

The Revs' two-goal victory Chicago on June 2 brought the Revs goal-scoring total to 18 goals 
in 13 games ... the team’s 18 goals rank sixth in MLS behind league-leader D.C. (28 goals, 15 
games)... after being shut out in four of their first seven games, the Revs have scored in six 


straight games dating back to May 2 against Colorado, with five of those six games resulting 
in multiple-goal efforts. 

RESERVES GET DOUBLE DOSE OF CREW 

The Revolution reserves (1-2-1,4 pts.) will have a similar opponent on Sunday morning as 
they take on the Crew reserves (4-1-0,12 pts.) for the second time in a week - this time in 
Foxborough ... the Crew reserves earned a 1-0 win against the Revs reserves on Sunday 
morning in Columbus after Bernardo Anor's 81st-minute goal... the Revs reserves have six 
games remaining with five of the six at home ... the team’s lone road match comes on June 
23 at Toronto, immediately following the first teams’ game at BMO Field. 

REVS SECOND IN FOULS SUFFERED 

The Revs suffered 14 fouls in the 2-0 win against Chicago and now have suffered 189 fouls in 
13 games ... New England is tied for second in the league with Montreal (189), and sits behind 
league-leader Dallas (227 fouls, 15 games)... the club has suffered at least 14 fouls in each 
of the team’s last five games and have committed more fouls than its opponents just once this 
year: the May 12 match against Vancouver. 

BENNY AMONG LEAGUE’S BEST IN FOULS SUFFERED 

Benny Feilhaber is ranked third in MLS with 30 fouls suffered in 10 appearances this year, 
four fouls behind league-leader Fredy Montero of Seattle (34 fouls suffered, 13 games)... 
when comparing the averages among the league's top 10 in the category, however, Feilhaber 
has suffered a league-best 3.00 fouls per game, leading Montero (2.62) and Montreal's Davy 
Arnaud (2.54) in a per-game mark. 

KEEPING YELLOW CARDS TO A MINIMUM 

The Revs have had a habit this seaso of avoiding in-game discipline ... New England has 
been shown 13 cautions this season, the lowest mark in MLS ... after being issued a yellow 
card in seven straight games from April 5 through May 19, the Revs have now gone two 
straight games without being issued a caution and a total of four caution-free games this 
season. 

SAER WILL NEED TO START A NEW STREAK 

Saer Sene’s goal-scoring streak ended after three games when he was held scoreless against 
Chicago on June 2 ... the three-game streak was Sene's longest of the season ... he also had 
a two-game goal scoring streak from March 24 to March 31... Sene leads all Revolution play¬ 
ers with seven goals in 12 appearances, a mark that is also tied for fourth in MLS. 

ROWE MAKES THE MOST OF HIS SUBSTITUTE APPEARANCE 

Kelyn Rowe's last two appearances for the Revs have been as a substitute after making eight 
starts to begin the season ... he made the most of his role as a sub against Chicago, scoring 
his second goal of the year and assisting on Benny Feilhaber's goal a few minutes later... 
Rowe came on for Fernando Cardenas in the 64th minute and almost scored on a breakaway 
attempt on his first touch of the game ... Rowe converted his second shot in the 69th minute 
and continued to contribute with his first career assist on Benny Feilhaber’s 73rd minute goal 
to help give the Revs the 2-0 victory. 

REVS EQUAL 2011 WIN TOTALS 

With a win against Chicago on June 2, the Revs earned their fifth win of the season in the 13th 
game this year... the team’s five wins matched the team’s entire 2011 win total after the club 
went 5-16-13 in the 34-game season ... the Revs did not record their fifth win of the season in 
2011 until Sept. 10, a 2-0 win over Dallas at Gillette Stadium 

FORTRESS FOXBOROUGH RETURNS? 

With a 4-1-1 record at Gillette Stadium through six matches, the Revs may be re-developing 
their home field into Fortress Foxborough ... the team’s 2-0 victory over Chicago on June 
2 marked the team's fourth home win in six tries ... in 2011, the Revs went 4-7-6 at Gillette 
Stadium. 

REVS WILL NEED HOME EDGE ON SATURDAY 

The Revs play four of their next five games at Gillette Stadium through the middle of July... 
the club has relished the chance to play at home, going 4-1-1 in Foxborough, while posting a 
1-7-0 record on the road following the 3-2 loss at D.C. United on May 26. 

FEILHABER MAKES IT 10 

With his goal against Chicago, Benny Feilhaber became the 10th Revolution player this 
season to score a goal for the team this year... he also became the fourth player from the 
2011 Revolution squad to score a goal, joining Shalrie Joseph, A.J. Soares, and Chris Tierney 
(one each)... six of the first seven Revolution goal scorers - including Saer Sene (7) Blake 
Brettschneider (1), Fernando Cardenas (1), Jose Moreno (1), Lee Nguyen (2) and Kelyn Rowe 
(2) - were new to the team this year. 






NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION VS. COLUMBUS CREW 


UCLA TIES THAT SCORE 

Kelyn Rowe and Benny Feilhaber connected to score both of the Revolution's goals on June 
2 against Chicago ... both players are products of the UCLA men's soccer program, with 
Feilhaber playing for the Bruins in 2003 and 2004, and Rowe following his path in 2010 and 
2011 ... Rowe scored the team’s first goal, poking home a through ball from Feilhaber in the 
69th minute after making a diagonal run off the right wing ... Feilhaber then added to the Revs’ 
lead four minutes later when he played a one-two with Rowe and made a run similar to Rowe’s 
on goal for his first strike of the season ... both players finished the match with one goal and 
one assist. 

BENNY’S A MIDFIELDER ON THE MOVE 

Since returning to the starting lineup on May 2 following an ankle injury on March 17, Benny 
Feilhaber has been slotted all around the midfield as needed ... Feilhaber started at left mid- 
field on May 2 against Colorado, and then made three consecutive starts at right midfield - at 
Real Salt Lake, against Vancouver and against Houston - before starting in the central midfield 
against Chicago on June 2. 

REIS TACKS ON TO CLUB SHUTOUT LEAD 

Matt Reis recorded his second shutout of the 2012 season against Chicago on June 2, 
pushing his career total to 66 shutouts ... he has recorded a club-record 57 shutouts with the 
Revolution ... Reis sits in fifth place on the MLS career shutouts list, and is 10 back of fourth- 
place Zach Thornton (76). 

SOARES/McCARTHY DUO MAKES 10TH START 

On June 2 against Chicago, center backs A.J. Soares and Stephen McCarthy started their 
10th game paired together... it was also their fourth consecutive start together since May 
12 against Vancouver after McCarthy returned from a one-game respite at Real Salt Lake 
... Soares made his debut at left back in the season opener at San Jose because of Chris 
Tierney's suspension, but has been the starting center back in each of the last 12 games, 10 
of which have been starts next to McCarthy. 

FOUR FOR BACKLINE CONSISTENCY 

The backline lineup of Chris Tierney (left back), A.J. Soares and Stephen McCarthy (center 
backs) and Kevin Alston (right back) has remained the same in each of the last four games, 
dating back to May 12 against Vancouver... Soares - the only defensive player to have 
started each of the team’s 13 games this season - has seen familiar faces on defense as 
Tierney and Alston have missed just one game while McCarthy has 11 starts. 

CARDENAS SEEING LOTS OF PLAYING TIME 

Fernando Cardenas made his third start of the season on June 2 against Chicago when he 
lined up on the right wing ... the appearance marked the sixth consecutive game in which 
Cardenas appeared, dating back to May 2 against Colorado ... in that span, Cardenas scored 
one goal in two starts and four substitute appearances as the Revs posted a 3-2-1 record. 

NYASSI SEES FIRST ACTION WITH RESERVES 

Sainey Nyassi saw his first action of 2012 in a Reserve League start against Columbus last 
Sunday and played 33 minutes at left midfield ... Nyassi was placed on the Disabled List on 
March 7 with a right hamstring strain that he picked up in a preseason scrimmage against 
Boston College on Feb. 10 ... Nyassi made 21 appearances in 2011 after starting 27 of 28 
games in 2010. 

GAME-WINNING ASSISTS ARE ALWAYS GOOD 

Benny Feilhaber’s assist on Kelyn Rowe’s game-winning goal against Chicago made Feilhaber 
the sixth different player to record a game-winning assist this season ... the six players to 
record a game-winning assist this season is already two more players that had that feat in all 
of 2011 (four players)... so far this year, game-winning assists have come from Chris Tierney, 
Saer Sene, Lee Nguyen, Shalrie Joseph, Kevin Alston and Feilhaber. 

SAER GETS SOME HELP 

Saer Sene has scored seven goals in six different games this season and before the team's 
last game, the Revs had only won when the Frenchman scored, going 4-1-1 in those games 
... however, on June 2 against Chicago, the Revs won a game without Sene scoring ... overall, 
the Revs are 1-5-0 when Sene does not score a goal... he was unavailable for the season 
opener on March 10 at San Jose with knee inflammation, but has played in all 12 games since. 

MURRAY OUT 5-7 WEEKS 

Revolution goalkeeper Tim Murray underwent a medial meniscectomy on his left knee on 
Thursday, May 31, and is expected to miss 5-7 additional weeks while rehabilitating the 
injury ... head team physician Dr. Scott Martin performed the surgery at Faulkner Hospital in 
Jamaica Plain, Mass.... Murray has yet to make a first-team or reserve appearance this year. 

SENE STANDS AMONG LEAGUE LEADERS 

Saer Sene has seven goals in 12 appearances this year to enter this weekend tied for fourth 
in MLS in goals, tied with D.C.'s Maicon Santos ... San Jose’s Chris Wondolowski and New 
York's Kenny Cooper share the MLS lead with 11 goals each. 


SAER ON A TEAR 

With seven goals this season, Saer Sene has emerged as the team's leading scorer despite 
his newcomer status ... in 12 appearances, Sene has already passed 2010's season goal 
leader, Marko Perovic, and is challenging the team’s other recent individual season goal-scor¬ 
ing highs ... since 2007, no Revolution player has scored more than eight goals in a season.

REVS ADD TWO MORE TEAM ASSISTS 

Kelyn Rowe and Benny Feilhaber's assists against Chicago were the team’s 15th and 16th 
of the season ... the Revs’ 16 assists are tied for seventh in MLS ... Shalrie Joseph and Chris 
Tierney share the team-lead for assists with three, while Lee Nguyen and Saer Sene each 
have two assists ... of the team's 18 goals scored, 13 have been assisted, four unassisted in 
the run of play and one via penalty kick. 

LEFT SIDE IS LOCKED DOWN 

While several players have played multiple positions so far this season, two positions - left 
midfield and left back - have been locked down by Lee Nguyen and Chris Tierney, respectively 
... since the second game of the season and in all but one contest since then, those two play¬ 
ers have played in line down the left side ... while neither player was among the starters in the 
season opener at San Jose on March 10 (Tierney serving a suspension from the 2011 season 
finale and Nguyen coming on as a sub at withdrawn forward), Nguyen got a break from the 
starting lineup on May 2, but came on as a substitute later in the game. 

SENE/MORENO STRIKER PARTERNSHIP RETURNS AFTER ONE-MONTH HIATUS 

Jose Moreno returned to the starting lineup against Chicago on June 2, his first start since May 
2 after missing four games with an injury... Moreno was paired with Saer Sene for the fourth 
time this season ... so far this season, five different players have earned starts at forward: 

Blake Brettscheider, Fernando Cardenas, Ryan Guy, Moreno and Sene ... Jay Heaps has 
used a two-striker formation in 11 of the 13 games this season with the partnerships below:

JAY HEAPS FACTS & FIGURES 

Jay Heaps, 35, is the sixth head coach in club history, and is also the second-youngest active 
coach in MLS (behind D.C. United’s Ben Olsen)... Heaps had a nine-year playing career in 
MLS, first with the Miami Fusion beginning in 1999 - when he was drafted second overall in the 
MLS College Draft before earning MLS Rookie of the Year honors that season - through June 
2001 ... he was traded to his hometown club, New England, in June 2001 where he concluded 
his career before retiring following the 2009 season ... Heaps is second all-time in minutes 
(21,619) appearances (243) and starts (238).

The Revs' standout goalkeeper is widely considered one of the league’s top 'keepers ... in his 
ninth season as the team’s primary netminder, but missed a large portions of the 2010 and 

2011 seasons while recovering from various surgeries (shoulder, knee, ankle) and injuries ... 
re-signed with the Revolution in the 2011-12 off-season ... holds every New England career 
goalkeeping record, including games played in goal (228), games started in goal (227), min¬ 
utes played in goal (20,442), goals against average (1.33), wins (85), saves (910), shutouts 
(57) and save percentage (.722)... recorded his 1,000th career save in a 1-0 shutout in the 

2012 home opener against Portland on March 24, 2012 and his 100th career win on May 
2, 2012 against Colorado ... became the first goalkeeper in Revolution history to start 150 
matches for the club in the 2009 season opener against San Jose, while he became the sev¬
